Not the Party for Union Heroes. 


The Republican Congressional Com- 
mittee have had printed, for use in the 
campaign, a large number of copies of 
Seeretary McPherson's letter to Hon. 
James MeCartney, of Fairtield, IlL., 
showing the position of the Republican 
party on the pension question. 4 

The document gives the history of 
pension legislation frony 1866 to the 
present time. It shows that as far 
back as 1866, in preparing the Four- 
teenth Amendment to the Constitution 
the Republicans of the ‘Thirty-ninth 
Congress took care to insert in the 
fourth section of that amendment the 
clause, ‘That the validity of the public 
debt of the United States, authorized 
by law, including debts incurred for 
the payment of pensions and bounties 
for services in suppressing insurrection 
or rebellion, shall not be questioned.” 

This amendment passed both the 
Senate and the House by party votes, 
the Republicans sustaining it and the 
Democrats opposing it, and m the state 
legislatures it was ratified by like party 
votes. ‘Thomas A. Hendricks, the 
Democratic candidate for vice-presi- 
dent, was one of the eleven Democrats 
who voted against this amendment on 
its final passage in the Senate on June 
&, 1s66. 

it shows that the pension aystem was 
organized, and, from time to time, ex- 
tended and liberalized during the For- 
tieth, Forty-first, Forty-second and 
Porty-third Cougresses, in all of which 
the Republicans were in the majority, 
and the only material change made in 
the pension laws after the loss of con- 
trol of the two Llouses by the Republi- 
cus was the passage of the Arrears of 
Pensions bill by the Forty-fifth Con- 
gress, When the House was Democratic 
and the Senate Republican. ‘The Con- 
gressional Record shows that this. bill 
was introduced in the House by Repre- 
sentative J. B. Cummings, of Iowa, a 
Bepublican. It was reterred to the

sas, also a Republican, on June 19, 
1878, over two months after its intro- 
duction, moved to discharge the commit- 
tee from the further consideration of 
the bill, to suspend the rales and to 
pass it. ‘That motion was agreed to by 
164 yeas to G1 nays. Of the 164 yeas 
116 were Republicans und 48 were 
Democrats. Of the 61 nays all were 
Democrats. 

At the next session this bill passed 
the Senate by a vote of 44 yeas to 4 
nays. Of the affirmative vote twenty- 
seven were Republicans, sixteen Demo- 
erats and one Independent. The nega- 
tive vote was exclusively Democratic.
